They say that for every door that closes another 
one opens.

For Officer Suzan, now Mr. Mitch Suzan, 
finding those doors won't be difficult, but the public will 
need to adjust. He told me that when you are a police 
officer in a small town, "You are never off duty." 

When I met with him, literally minutes before the 
end of his last shift, he said, "Now when someone asks 
me 'What happened?' I can say, 'I don't know'". Although 
he is leaving active police duty, he is not leaving the 
community he has come to love and which has come to 
love and appreciate him. 

Suzan spent three years as a military police officer 
and 27 years as a police officer in Mattapoisett. He was 
quick to add that he has been married for 35 years to his 
wife Debbie, has three children, two of whom are married 
and one still in college. He is the very proud grandfather 
of two little grand daughters and calls himself the biggest 
kid his wife has to deal with. A real family man. 

During his impressive career, Suzan shared that 
working with the kids in the schools is a highlight for 
him. He plans on making himself available to the school 
in some capacity in the future. And, here's a little known 
fact about Suzan - he surfs. Who knew! 

As a Navy brat, Suzan moved every year or 
two throughout his childhood and spent enough time in 
San Diego to catch the surfing bug. To this day, he surfs 
the northeast coastline from the National Seashore in 
Massachusetts to Narragansett Bay in Rhode Island. He 
said, "I'd like to start a surfing class for local kids." He 
said that one of his passions would be teaching kids water 
safety skills and how to surf. 

Who wouldn't want to be out in the fresh air 
and sunshine after 30 years of dealing with all that a 
police officer has to deal with in the course of a shift. 
"Mattapoisett is a small town, but small towns still have 
big city problems," he said. In his career, he has seen the 
darker, sadder side of humanity from car accidents, to 
suicides, to drug overdoses - life for a police officer is one

peppered with these harsh realities. But there were those 
lighter moments as well. He said that his first traffic stop 
was rather comic, "I asked for the driver's license and 
registration. I got that plus a 'get out of jail card' from the 
Monopoly game!" 

Suzan came to his love of Mattapoisett through 
his father, Frank, a former selectman and resident of the 
town. Although Mitch didn't grow up here, he wanted his 
children to enjoy the small town childhood he didn't have 
as a military dependent. Suzan said, "I didn't have any 
long-term friendships." Moving every year or so meant 
he didn't get to establish those types of relationships, ones 
he wanted his own children to have. Today he lives in a 
house that has been in his family for three generations - 
right here in Mattapoisett. 

What's the biggest thing Suzan is looking forward 
to - "Having weekends off with my family." He hasn't 
had a full weekend off since 1984. Now he'll get to enjoy 
all the weekends in his future, and maybe hang ten to 
boot. 

Growing Up During the Great Depression

Bruce 'Four-Eyes' Miller Jr., a resident at the 
Sippican Healthcare Center in Marion, recently finished 
writing his autobiography which focuses on his early life 
as he was growing up during the years from 1929 to 1939. 

Those ten years are known as the Great 
Depression, which was the longest and most severe 
depression ever experienced by the industrialized 
Western world. 

The Great Depression is said to have begun 
with a catastrophic collapse of stock market prices on 
the New York Stock Exchange in October 1929. By 1932, 
stock prices had a value of only 20% of what they had 
been prior to 1929. Any bank that held a stock portfolio 
suffered a slump which, combined with a general and 
nationwide loss of confidence in the economy, led to 
reduced spending. With less demand for products and 
services, a downward spiral ensued. The Depression 
started in the United States, but quickly spread to Europe.

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he wrote his autobiography, he replied, "I was thinking 
about growing up during a special time in history, talked 
about it and decided to write about it/' 

Miller's autobiography captures his parents' 
struggles to keep and find work to support their children. 
He attended ten different schools before graduating 
from high school. "Any kid who gets to stay in one place 
during their childhood is very lucky," said Miller, whose 
childhood consisted of settling down in a town, making 
friends, and then moving away to another place. "We 
went where the work was/' said Miller. 

But the joy of growing up, for Miller, was that he 
and his brother and sisters could be outside all day and 
come home at dinner time. "We were out catching frogs, 
turtles, fishing and just exploring and fooling around all 
day," said Miller. 

Born in 1925 in Wrentham, he was one of four 
children, two boys and two girls. One of his vivid 
childhood memories is climbing down from the second 
story of his home and into a rowboat when the banks 
of the Connecticut River overflowed its embankment. 
Another antic involves his brother acting like a squirrel, 
jumping from limb to limb on a tree, and falling to the 
ground, breaking a collarbone. One other story has his 
brother, Burt, being stung by wasps when a wayward 
football hit a nest. A farmer came and dumped a bucket of 
milk over Burt's head and all was well, except for the loss 
of the milk. 

His nickname - 'Four-Eyes' - came from wearing 
glasses, which gave him great trouble with all the moves 
from town to town. Miller learned to fight to protect 
himself from bullies. "One time, I was in a fight and I 
got lucky with a punch that broke off the bottom part 
of my opponent's upper front tooth. There were some 
landscaping employees nearby and one was one of my 
many uncles. They saw the fight and dropped everything 
to come and cheer on the fight. My opponent started to 
cry. I almost did, but I fought back the tears." 

Pets were a big part of growing up and Miller 
had skunks, dogs, cats, mice, pigs, a duck and many other 
animals as part of the household. One year, the Millers' 
received used bicycles as presents at birthdays. "We

painted our new bikes, greased them, and kept them well- 
oiled and we were 'ready to roll' at a moment's notice." 

The 1938 Great Hurricane came while Miller was 
living in North Attleboro. "Burt and I were too young to 
recognize the danger and went outside and into town. We 
saw two big poplar trees go down and were so excited 
with the wind and storm. We arrived at the town common 
just in time to see the steeple above the Congregational 
Church lean over and, almost in slow motion, tumble to 
the ground." Miller noted that there were no chainsaws 
in that era, so any able-bodied person who could help 
was paid to help move debris and clean up the enormous 
damage done by the storm. 

During World War II, Miller wanted to join the 
Marine Corps, but was rejected due to poor eyesight. He 
eventually joined the United States Navy Seabees and had 
duty in Trinidad, British West Indies. He was assigned to 
the Main Motor Pool and was responsible for dispatching 
large stake-bodied trucks to pick up hundreds of natives 
who were employed by the U.S. government at the base. 
"I kept a record of all vehicles dispatched, destinations, 
names of drivers, mileage and any relevant facts," said 
Miller. It was during this time that he met his wife, 
Richardine Diane Mitchell, who also worked at the base. 

Another adventure covered in his autobiography 
describes a cross-country hitch-hiking trip with two 
friends in which they spent time sleeping in orchards, 
fields and other places to save money during the trip.

FELINE HEARTWORMS 

Can my cat get heartworms ? 

Unfortunately yes. Cats that go outdoors and are 
bitten by mosquitos are at risk of developing heart- 
worms. 

I thought that dogs were the only animals to get heart- 
worms. 

Dogs, cats, as well as ferrets can get heartworms. 

What are the signs of heartworms in cats? 
Sudden difficulty breathing sometimes leading to 
death occurs occasionally. Other signs include cough- 
ing, gagging, vomiting and weight loss. 

What should I do about heartworms in my cat? 
If your cat goes outdoors, talk to your veterinarian 
about heartworm testing and giving your cat a month- 
ly heartworm preventative.

Though the assortment of various seafood on the Eve has 
changed somewhat, the joy of the occasion continues to increase.

offered his first job teaching at Diman Tech in Fall River, 
he had little knowledge of the school, and in fact, he 
hadn't even inquired about a position there.

Ferreira, who had just recently gone on military 
leave, learned that Diman had heard about him from 
Case, where he had recently applied.

building. Prior to hearing, noting the applicant's rationale 
for coming back before the board. Chairman Tucker 
reminded the public attendees that the board would 
not be approving plans and that the application would 
be taken up by the Zoning Board of Appeals at a later 
date.

Roxanne Bungert, represented by her husband, 
requested a correction to lots located on River Bend 
Lane.

Helping Birds Thrive in Rochester 

Rochester Conservation Commission 
By Nick Waleka 
With the population of some grassland bird 
species on the decline in some areas of Rochester, the 
Rochester Conservation Commission approved minor 
maintenance on East Over Reservation that should help 
birds and other species continue to thrive and flourish 
there. 

Diane Lang, a representative of the Trustees of 
Reservations, came before the Commission on Tuesday 
evening to present their plan for the Piatt Road site, which 
will include mowing of some areas of overgrown grass 
and cutting and maintenance of selected shrubs, with no 
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excavation necessary. 

The Commission unanimously approved the 
work, which will fall within the 100-foot Buffer Zone 
of bordering vegetated wetlands, and issued a negative 
Determination of Applicability, which allows the Trustees 
to proceed with the work without issuing a more detailed 
engineering plan. The only stipulation included in the 
approval was that they not work within 25-feet of the 
wetlands. 

The Trustees of Reservations, who according 
to their website helps to ''preserve, for public use and 
enjoyment, properties of exceptional scenic, historic, and 
ecological value in Massachusetts,'' will do the work 
with funds from a grant that allows them to maintain the

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property as a habitat for bobolinks, which are declining in 
numbers due to loss of habitats. 

''They've disappeared from our [personal] 
fields, as have the meadowlarks," said John Teal of the 
Commission. "They're a desirable species. [It's a] bird that 
is rare and only exists in grasslands." 

Lang said that the project was simply to 
maintain areas that had become overgrown and therefore 
threatening to the different species that live there. 

"We're not clear-cutting," she said, noting that 
there will be no excavation or disturbances underneath 
the earth's surface or any rooting. "There are areas within 
that that we want to cut back the shrubs and maintain it." 

Lang said they expect to complete the project 
before the end of the year. 

The Commission also approved limited vista 
pruning for the Rochester Land Trust for their property 
located on Mary's Pond Road, which is intended to 
improve the view of Leonard's Pond. 

As with the aforementioned project, there will 
be no disturbance to the land itself, and the Commission 
issued a negative Determination of Applicability, allowing 
the Land Trust to go forward with the project. 

The Commission also discussed the possibility 
of the installation of a guardrail on the town's Leonard's 
Pond parcel that has just recently been cleared for a small 
parking area.

Frozen. With the voices of Kristen Bell and Idina Menzel. 
Directed by Chris Buck and Jennifer Lee. Running time: 
108 minutes. MPAA rating: G. 

In Disney's latest feature Frozen, the true love that 
saves the day turns out not to be between the prince and the 
princess but between sisters. This deserves some applause. It 
also doesn't end with everyone married off — Elsa the Snow 
Queen (Idina Menzel) will apparently govern the land of 
Arendelle without a king. Not that she needs a king, or any- 
one else, to protect her; Elsa has extreme, almost apocalyptic 
powers over ice and snow, and in Disney's more simplistic 
days she would' ve been the villain of the piece. Instead, 
fearing that she'll hurt people — a fear instilled in her when 
she accidentally almost killed her younger sister Anna — 
Elsa goes into self-imposed exile, where she creates her own 
magic queendom of ice and sings heartily that she can finally 
be herself. Meanwhile, though, Arendelle suffers through 
year-round winter. 

What makes Frozen interesting is the way it human- 
izes the standard Disney villain so that she isn't a villain at 
all, but also weighs the consequences her powers have. Elsa 
pushes people away for their own good, but her dramatic 
exit from her land leaves it barren. She keeps her door locked 
against Anna, who grows up not knowing why. The movie 
spends a great deal of time on Anna (Kristen Bell) trying to 
reach Elsa; it's as if Anna were the standard Disney hero try- 
ing to rescue the princess, except that she's trying to rescue 
Elsa from herself. Anna represents unconditional love (she 
wants to jump into marriage with a guy she's just met); Elsa 
represents fear, which is, I think, what the movie's showstop- 
ping tune "Let It Go" really refers to. 

The emotional throughline is all about trying to 
bring Elsa back into the mainstream of society, a society 
that's quick to reject her as a "monster" when she first 
"comes out" as magically gifted. To see it through a nerdish 
superhero prism. Professor X of the X-Men would try to help 
Elsa harness her powers for the greater good, while Magneto 
would encourage her to stay in her ice castle, perhaps build 
many brothers to the hulking snow beast she makes to scare 



Anna away, and crush the human peons. Essentially, Elsa 
is a mutant, and is handled with post-X-Men compassion, 
but Anna the normal is the real focus and hero. Anna's big 
number is "For the First Time in Forever," which details her 
longing for interaction with her sister and with people in 
general. Elsa is offscreen a lot, but the movie fixates on her 
normalization — though, like I said, unlike Anna (who pairs 
off with a hunky ice merchant who helps her), but like many 
evil Disney queens, Elsa has no male companion. Given her 
similarity to the mutants of X-Men, and given that the earlier 
X-Men films equated mutants with gay people, is Elsa Dis- 
ney's first gay (and pro-gay) character? 

Beyond all this. Frozen is a beautifully crafted fable, 
with snowscapes and ice convincing enough to make a 
viewer shiver (maybe they should' ve released this in July). 
The songs are by and large forgettable, though that could just 
be me — the only Disney song in the last 25 years of which 
I have any memory is "Under the Sea." Kristen Bell brings 
charming awkwardness to Anna (the movie may set a record 
for the number of uses of "Wait, what?"), and Idina Menzel, 
familiar with playing misunderstood sorceresses after her 
Tony- winning turn as Wicked's Elphaba on Broadway, infuses 
Elsa with gravitas and regret. Elsa definitely knows that with 
great power comes great responsibility, but instead of outing 
herself and doing some good, she chooses to hide. That's the 
other thing about Frozen — choice. The women have agency. 
Elsa makes mostly bad choices, Anna makes mostly good 
choices (other than her initial taste in men), but they each 
own them and exist with them. And instead of demonizing 
Elsa for her choices, the movie shows endless concern for her 
well-being. 

I can't say it's a coincidence, then, that Frozen was 
written and co-directed by a woman (Jennifer Lee) — this is, 
in fact, the first animated feature under the Disney banner 
with a woman so credited. Lee (whose partner was Wreck 
It Ralph's Chris Buck, who handled the animation side of 
things) has made a casually feminist, no-big-deal entertain- 
ment — it certainly passes the Bechdel test — in which a man 
can assist in saving the day, but it's really up to the sisters. 
Only female hearts in unison can melt the ice that entraps a 
kingdom. The lesson is administered with no small amount 
of humor (thankfully no fart humor, though we do get a 
booger joke) and good nature; the heavy moments aren't 
lingered on, and the narrative is a fast straight arrow aimed 
at the simple goal of reuniting two sisters who used to love 
to build snowmen together.
